Missouri had 63 different nations represented in employment, a little more than a third of the U.S. 
total of 176 nations, according to the OFLC. Countries with the most PERM-certified workers were 
India (176), China (59), Canada and Pakistan, each with 30. 


India also had the most workers in the U.S. with 24,573 workers. 





Occupations with the highest employment among PERM-certified workers from India were 
Computer Software Engineers, Applications (39), Computer Programmers (25), Computer Software 
Engineers, Systems Software and Computer Systems Analysts with 14 workers each. 


Sixty-three percent of the salaried workers from Pakistan and Syria were physicians or surgeons.

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Missouri ranked 23rd in the nation with 507 PERM-certified workers, employed by 274 different 
employers in 2007. Washington University in St. Louis employed the most workers, followed by The 
Curators of the University of Missouri, Monsanto Company, and The Crawford Group, Inc. 


In the U.S., there were 85,112 certified workers in 2007 employed by 43,482 different employers 
located in all 50 states. 


States with the most PERM-certified workers were California (20,222), New York (8,843), New 
Jersey (6,595), Texas (6,534), and Florida (5,128).

Employers in 
the St. Louis region employed 61.5 percent of these workers with St. Louis City employing 200, 
St. Louis County 51, and St. Charles 20. The majority of PERM-certified workers in all counties 
(44.8%) listed India as their country of origin. Other leading counties with PERM-certifed workers 


were Jackson (91), Boone (28), and Jasper (18).

The Missouri Department of Economic Development has identified eight Industry Clusters, which 
are defined as a group of businesses “linked by core products or services.” These businesses 
may have common supply chains, labor needs, technologies, and markets. By merging Targeted 
Industry Cluster data with OFLC data, we can see which clusters have the demand for and are 
attracting global workers to Missouri businesses in those specific clusters.

Compared to its border states, Missouri had the second most PERM-certified workers in all 
occupations and the second most workers in METS occupations, trailing only Illinois (2,098). 
Among these states, Missouri offered the highest median wages for all PERM-certified workers 
($68,182) and the second highest for workers in METS discipline occupations ($65,500). 


Just under half (49.7%) of all PERM-certified workers in Missouri were employed in METS discipline 
occupations.
